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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-20 are presented for examination. 

2. Amendment to the specification has been acknowledged. 

3. Claims 1, 3-7, 9 and 11 are amended. 

4. Climes 12-20 are newly submitted.

5. The Information Disclosure Statement submitted by applicant on 03-29-2002 has 
been considered. Please see attached PTO-1449. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 112 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
For example it is not clear what the security parameter does to contribute to the security 
of the authentication. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite. 

Regarding claims 1 and 10, the phrase "and/or" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Regarding claims 1-20, since the claim limitations include mathematical 
operation and algorithm, the scope of the claims are not clear to the examiner, therefor 
claims are not examinealon their merit. Examiner recommends that the applicant to 
rewrite the claims in a format which they could be examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

8. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter, for example claim 1 includes limitations, which 
they are only mathematical algorithms (abstract ideas). Claims directed to nothing more 
than abstract ideas (such as mathematical algorithm), natural phenomena, and laws of 
nature are not eligible for patenting and therefor are excluded from patent protection 
(see Diehr, 450 U.S. at 185,209 USPQ at 7).
